The Tennessee Miners Capture An- 
other Prison Stockade. 


Convict Laborers at Inmann Placed On 
Cars and Sent to Nashville. 


THE GUARDS OVERFOWERED AND COM- 
PELLED TO SURRENDER. 


Over 600 Armed Men in the Attacking 

‘. Party—They Cut the Wires and Fre- 
ventthe Sending of Messages—Tracy 
City Stillin Possession of the Miners 
~—Trains Stopped and Ojificers Intimi- 
dated—What the Governor Will Do. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn.,Aug, 15.—The general 
outoreak among the Tennessee miners has 
extended toInmann. At8so’clock this morn- 
ing 600 men surrounded the stockade in which 
the convict miners are housed, and com- 
manded the guards to bring out the eonvicts. 
About 200 of them were brought out and 
shipped to Nashville under the order of the 
leader of the revolt. 

Early this morning it was known at White 
Hall and Victoria that a large number of 
miners had assembled in the Segquatchie 
Valley and wowld proceed to Inman to report 
the programme carried out at Tracy City 
Saturday. Inman is twenty-five miles from 
here, but means of communication have been 
All the wires in the vicinity 
have been cut. The nearest office is ten 
miles from Inman, and details can’t be ob- 
tained, for the minersare guarding the tele- 
graph operator and linemen, so that no mes- 
sage can be sent out. 

The morning train from Nashville brought 
@number of guards for Tracy City. At 
Cowan they were turned aroundand sent 
back to Nashville. A general outbreak Is ex- 
pected all overthe State and there is little 
goubdt that Oliver Springs, in Anderson 
County,near Knoxville, will be the next point 
attacked. Thereare no State troops at the 
Springs and it will be an easy matter for the 
mountaineers to drive out the few guards 
and free the convicts, asthey did last sum- 
mer. 

At Bricevilie there ts a strong guard of 
militia, and if an attack is made there blood- 
shed will certainly follow, unless the militia 
surrender, as they did at the first attack last 
June, when the convicts were set adrift in 
the mountains andthe State soldiers came 
trooping back to Knoxville, the laughing 
stock of the State. 

Through the acts of these miners, violating 
the law when the law refused toaid them, 
the Government and the people of Tennessee 
find themselves faced by a complicated and 
perilous situation. 

The situation is this: An armed and organ- 
ized body of men has demanded anda received 
the surrefff@r of the State’s property, has 
released the State’s prisOners—convicts of 
the worst stripe—burned the stockades in 
which the prisoners are housed, and effect- 
ually dispossessed the coal corporation of Its 
property. T »y are well armed and desper- 
ate, and declife that no convict shallever 
again entera mine in this State to compete 
with and prevent free labc - from earning a 
living. 

A messenger arrived at Bolivar about noon 
who witnessed the capture of the stockade 
and the release of the convicts. He saysthat 
the invading army of miners numbered at 
least 500. The convicts sent away numbered 
275. The attack was well con- 
sidered and carried out. The leaders 
demanded the surrender of the guards. and 
although the latter were sixty-five strong 
they yielded withouta fight. They confined 
the sixty-five guards-in the stockades and 
would have burned the building bad it not 
been thatthis course would have fired the 
wholetown. A portion of the guards were 
given back theirarms and sent to Nashville 
in charge of the convicts. 

The messenger statesthat Tom Carrick, 
wholed the miners at Tracy, was also the 
leader of the same gang at Inman this morn- 
ing. Theminers say Coal Creek will fall next. 

Adjt-.Gen. Norman has gone tothe Valley 
and Military companies in the State are 
under arms awaiting orders, 

The miners at Tracy City pulled the coke 
ovens outof the ground this morning and 
destroyed them. They say the mines shall 
never again be operated unless by free labor.

MINERS IN FULL CONTROL 
TOWN. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug.15.—The latest news 
from Tracy City is to the effect that every- 
thing is quiet, but the miners are rather 
arxious to know what the authorities intend 
doing. Gov. Buchanan Cceclared to a reporter 
that he would do all in his power to maintain 
law and order when the proper application 


was made to him by the civil authorities. 
The Tennessee Coal & Iron Railroad Co. 
will, the officials say, reopen the minesina 
“few days, just as soon asthey can organizea 
force to work them. ‘They aiso say that it Is 
quite possible that convicts may not be used 
again in the mines. A _ reinforcement of 
guards were hurried this morning toa place 
Called Inman, near south Pittsburg, where 
trouble is feared. The miners are in Fail con- 
trol in Tracy Vity, and are well armed. 
A GUARD’S STORY. 

One of the guards driven out of Tracy City 
tells this story of the uprising of the free 
miners on Saturday morning: ‘*There are 
thirty-nine regular guards at Tracy City, but 
lust week they were reinforced by about fif- 
teen men. The night guard number fifteen 
men, while the day guard composed the rest. 
The night guard were abed, when they were 
rudely aroused about 9 o’clock by the miners 
breaking in the doors. We leaped up, but 
the miners told us to go back to bed, as they 
only wanted our guns, and we complied with- 
out a struggle.

**With the convicts we were marched down 
to the depot and placedin a train of about 
ten box and flatcars. Tom Carrick,who was 
the leader and spokesman of the party, then 
commanded that the guns be given the 
guards so that the convicts could not escape. 
About 10:30 we started down the mountain 
and in less than an hour we passed through 
Monteagie on the way to Nashville. 

**Tom Carrick, the leader, told me that the 
attack had been arranved for some time and 
meetings had been held every night fora 
week past. The miners held a meeting Fri- 
day night near Tracy City, and had almost 
decided to attack the stockades at night, but 
the meeting brokeup ina row, as some of 
the miners were afraid to make the attack at 
night. When they attacked this morning 
the majority of the miners were almost 
scared to death, although they were armed. 
Had we been awaiting their coming we could 
have whipped them easily.’’ 

Carrick said that Saturday haa been ap- 
pointed for a general uprising of all the 
miners inthe valley. He also said that the 
mines at Tracy City and Inman must be shut 
down and shali not be operated again with 
convicts. The miners were not boisterous 
and treated the officers and guards with 
every consideration under the circum- 
stances.’’ 


A WANTON ASSAULT. 


Murderous Attack Upon Two Young Eng- 
lish Ladies—Crime News. 


LONDON, Aug. 15.—At the Bromley Police 
Court to-day Leonard Manktlow was ar- 
raigned on the charge of attempting to mur- 
der Miss Wilda Wood, 16 years of age, and 
Miss Edith Philbrick, aged 14. The crime oc- 
casioned the utmost indignation anda large 
crowd was present both inside and outside 
the court room when the prisoner was 


heard, and Manktlow was in an agony of 
fear lest the crowd make a personal attack 
upon him. He wasclosely guarded by Con- 
stables. When he was placed inthe dock he 
covered his face with his handkerchief and 
sobbed bitterly. It wasannounced that the 
Treasury would prosecute the case, and the 
Court therefore remanded Manktiow for a 


week. 

Miss Hilda Wood is a daughter of the Rev. 
F. Wood, Vicar of Bickley, whois a brother- 
in-law ofthe Right Hon. George J. Goschen, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in the late 
ministry. Miss Philbrick is the daughter of 
a gentieman living in the neighborhood of 
the vicarage. 

The young ladies were, at about 5 o’clock in 
the evening of Aug. 3, walking through a 
cornfield nearthe place called Towncourt, 
between Chislehurst. and Orphington. A 
man, afterwards known to have been Mankt- 


low, fired deliberately at Miss Wood, the ball 
entering her right cheex. The man then 
turned to Miss Philbrick and  bDattered 
her head with the gun, breaking the stock 
with the blows. Both the young ladies wers 
rendered insersible and it was belleved that 
an hour must have elapsed before Miss Wood 
recovered consciousness and was able to de- 
scribe her assailant, which led to the arrest 
of Manktlow, who was found to be ia the 
possession of a Droken gun. Whenconfronted 
with Miss Wood she immediately identified 
him. He was then removed to the police 
station and charged. when he remarked:

LIZZIE STRUBER’S BODY. 


IT 18 FOUND IN A HORRIBLY MUTILATED CON- 
DITION. 

MT. VERNON, Ill., Aug. 15.—A report has 
just reached this city that the body of Miss 
Lizzie Struber has been found. she 
was driving from her home in 
the southern part of Marion County 


to her sister’s, who livesin the extreme 
northern part of thiscounty. She was last 
seen on Thursday night about dusk. At that 
time, asshe was passing through some wild, 
desolate woods, the report of two pistol shots 
and a woman’s screams were heard. Search 
was at once instituted, but no trace 
of her murderer or herself could 
be found. When found the body was horri- 
bly mangled, there being three bullet holes 
in it and both legs cut off. The place in 
which the horrible crime was perpetrated is 
one of the wildest and most desolate parts of 
this county, and full particulars are hard to 
obtain.

MURDERED 
NEGRO. 
CLARKSVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 15.—At Carnes 
Station on the Clarksville Mineral -branch of 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, Wm. 
Hayes and Frank Elliott were shot and killed 
by John Bowie,colored,Sunday morning. The 


negroes were holding a dance, and Bowle, 
being intoxicated, took offense at the pres- 
ence of the white men and ordered them 
away. Hecursed Elliott and called him bya 
bad naine. Elliott started at the 
negro, when Hayes caught him and drew 
him away, the negro opening fire as 
they turned, shooting them bothin the back 
with a 38-caliber Smith & Wesson pistol, the 
balis passing entirely through the body of 
each of the men. A stray bullet struck a 
necro breaking his arm near the elbow. 
bowle escaped and has not been captured. 


TWO MEN BY A DRUNKEN 


IN SELF-DEFENSE. 
Leon, Io., Aug. 15.—Wm. F. EKNs was shot 
and instantly killed by E. W. Curry, Satur- 
day night. Ellishad served aterm in the 
penitentiary and had threatened the lives of 
several menofthis city. He had frequently 
been arrested on the charge of highway rob- 


bery, Durglary, wife beatingand drunken- 
ness. Saturday Ellis arrived here and hunt- 
ingup Mr. Curry informed him and others 
that he hadcome backto kill him. Ourry 
was sitting in front of Brown Hotel; bellev- 
ing his life to bein danger, he drew his re- 
volver and fired four shots, one of which 
Killed Ellis instantly. E. W. Curry is one of 
the most prominent attorneys of Southern 
Iowa and a member of the Democratic State 
Central Committee. 


RIDDLED WITH BULLETS. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. 15.—A. H. Ashe, a prom- 
inent and well-to-do farmer, living twenty- 
five miles north of here, was found dead yes- 
terday on the highway, his body riddled with 
buckshot. His son, 20 years old, has been 


arrdsted suspected of having committed the 
crime, as he had been making threats to kill 
his father. Trained bloodhounds also fol- 
lowed a trail from the dead body to Ashe’s 
house, where the son was arrested.

A CRISIS AT HAND. 


Non-Union Men Ready to Desert the 
Homestead Mills. 


SEVEN HUNDRED OF THEM READY TO 
JOIN THE STRIKERS, 


Midnight Meeting of the Advisory Board 
to Prepare for Their Reception—An- 
archist Knold Has Lost Hope—Employ- 
ing Granite Cutters Say Their Victory 
Is Won-—Labor News. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Aug. 15.—At midnight the 
Advisory Board of the locked-out Carnegie 
workmen eld a secret meeting at headquar- 
ters. The session lasted for nearly an hour. 
The members of the committee refused in the 
most positive termsto make public the ob- 
ject of the extraordinary meeting. Chairman 
Tom Crawford said that there had only been 
an informal talk between the members 
of the board, but from another source it was 
learned that the strikers received a tip late 
last night that 400 men now in the mill de- 


sired to guit workina body and come out) 


early inthe morning. The special meeting 
was to perfect arrangements for the recep- 
tion of the expected guests. Just how much 
truth there is in the story it is 
impossible to say, but this much tis certain, 
the members of the Advisory Board con- 
ferred with three or four strangers at their 
nocturnal sesston and when it was all over 
appeared to be in the best of spirits. 

A committeeman, after stipulating that his 


name should not be used, said: ‘‘I won’t tell 
you what we did at our Httle informal 
talk to-night, but I will say this: 
There will be important developments 
within the next forty-eight hours, and if 
things turn out as we confidently expect they 
will, the public will be treated to some news 
ofa startling nature. I tell you that the 
events and incidents of the last ten hours 
have entirely changed the aspect of affairs. 
I don’t mean by this that we have discovered 
any large amount of disease inthe mills or 
anything of a Kindred nature, but I mean 
that the outlook at present is decidedly 
roseate for us.’’ 
STEEL PLATES REJECTED. 

Supt. Potter could not be found last night, 
but one of the clerks of the company said 
that there was a rumor that the Government 
Inspectors had refused to accept the plates 
recently turned out by the new men, There 
was still another story on Homestead streets. 
It was tothe efféct that the Advisory Board 
had succeeded in consummating a deal with 
600 or 700 of the non-union men and that, 
barring accidents, 900 men would come out 
before Wednesday night. The midnignt 
session of the Advisory Board gave a coloring 
oftruth to this story, and itis believed bya 
majority of the strikers. 

While the manifesto published by the Fed- 


eration of Labor, with which the Amalga- 


mated Association is affiliated, does not dé6- 
a compulsory boycott against 
steel, it claimed that

This was 
fully demonstrated by the action of the com- 
mittees representing the Amalgamated Asso- 
clation that have called upon manufacturers 
for the purpose of closing up the scale agree- 
ments. Iitisclaimed by firms that in almost 
every case the men urge that it be stipu- 
lated inthe agreements that no Carnegie steel 
should be used. This demand ts known to 
have been made upon J. Painter & Sons and 
the Republic Iron-works. The men were 
firmly told that the boycott feature wou!d 
have to be left out or the firms would be 
compelled to operate the mills as non-union 
hereafter. After a brief consultation, the 
committee agreed to withdraw the boycott 
demand.

WILL FIGHT A BOYCOTT. 

A member ofthe Carnegie firm sald to-day 
that if any of the manufacturers accede 
to the demands being made for a boy- 
cott, such action would immediately 
bring the matter into the courts where 
sults for conspiracy would be entered. He 
said, however, that they did not belleve they 
would meet with any trouble on this account, 
**The Federation of Labor,’’ said he, ‘‘have 
declared that our output is so ‘inconsequen- 
tial’ and bad that it is not worth boycotting, 
and so long as they take this cheerful view of 
the matter both sides, lam sure, will be con- 
tented.’’ 

Chairman Frick is at one of the resorts 
within easy reach of Pittsburg. resting and 
recuperating. He left the city on Friday 
evening. .The statement that he has taken 
detectives alongto guard against Anarchis- 
tic murderers is pronounced incorrect by his 
business associates. Mr. Frick, they say, is 
not atallalarmed and Coes not believe that 
another attack from this source will be made 
upon him. The Chairman will return to- 
morrow and be at his office as usual. 

Anarchist Knold, who was released on bail 
Saturday night, does not feel very sanguine 
astothe outcome of the case against him. 
Speaking on this subject last night he sald: 
‘‘l am almost positive that I will be con- 
victed; not because lam in any way gulity 
of planning the assassination of Mr, Frick, 
or because I was in any way impll- 
cated in the attempted assassination, but 
merely because I admit that I am an 
anarchist and say that lam proud of it. 

‘*The anarchists do not believe inthe mur- 
der of capitalists. What possible good 
wouldit be if my employers were to be 
blown to atoms by the explosion of a bomb? 
That would not better my situation one bit. 
Neither would it help the cause of anarchism. 
It would do far more harm than good to our 
cause,’’

EMPLOYING GRANITE CUTTERS SATISFIED WITH 
THE SITUATION. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 15,—It appears from 
reports received up to date from 288 members 
of the Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
outof atotal membershipof 446 that they 
have nowin their employ 4,340 hands in va- 
rious departments. Of this number 600 are 
journeymen cutters, besides 802 apprentices, 
making over 1,400 men intheir cutting de- 
partment alone. The reports in circulation 
that manufacturers had agreed toend the 
lockout Aug. 15, if the cutters did not return, 
is positively denied. The manufacturers are 
entirely satisfied with the situation as they 


claim they have made a fair, just and equita- 
ble offer of settlement. In many localities 
the manufacturers have refused employment 
to many of their old employes. 


STRIKE PROBABLE. 
CUMBERLAND, Md., Aug. 15.—It is probable 
that within thenext weekthe Baltimore & 
Ohio Raliroad will be offered a new schedule 
of wages by the Order of Railway Teleg- 
raphers tosign. In the new list higher sal-

The committee 
that is to prepare the scale, 
composed of delegates from nearly 
every station on the road where the order 
flourishes, will meet in Pittsburg to-day and 
begin the work.

ANASTACIO’S ASSAILANT. 
Rables 


Arrested on Suspicion—He 
Denies His Guilt. 


Jose Rables, a Mexican stranger, who 
struck town last Friday, was arrested 
this morning by Officer John Reagan while 


attempting to crossthe bridge. The cause 

of his apprehension was the foliowing infor- 

mation sent out from police headquarters at 
a very early hour this morning:

At an early hour Officer Reagan saw a man 
attempting to cross the bridge who 
tallied closely with the description. 
It was Rables, and re) was 
placed under arrest and taken to the Third 
District Station. He spoke very broken En- 
zlish, but uenied all Knowledge of the crime 
of which he was suspected. 

At 11:30 o’clock last night, Silas Anastacio, 
a Mexican laborer employed at the 
Liggett & meyer tobacco _— factory, 
was stabbed and fatally injured by 
an unknown Mexican at Seventeenth and 
Carr streets. There were no witnesses to 
the stabbing, and allthatcan be learned Is 
from the broken English of the dying man, 
who is hardly able to speak. 

Anastacio’s story is that he and the un- 
known were discussing the merits of Mexican 
Generals, whenadispute arose and hot 
words were bandied.

fatal. Atiastacio, after being cut, 
followed his assailant for two blocks, but the 
tellow escaped, Officers Smith and Maguire 
came up and took charge of the wounded 
man. He was too low to give much informa- 
tion, but on the description he furnished the 
police of his assailant Rables was arrested. 

Rables was found to have ascalp wound 
when taken to the station which he said he 
had received at the hand of an 
unknown assailant. He denied having cut 
any body,and when brought before Anastacio 
although he tallied with the description, the 
wounded man did not recognize him. 

Rables, when seen ip his cell this 
morning, appeared a erage. yd cool. 
He answers the police escription 
with dangerous closeness. He speaks little 
English, He was born in Monterey, Mexico, 
lived at San Antonio, spent the last three 
years at Natchez doing Government work, 
and came here Friday from Mem- 
phis. He slept Sacurday night 
somewhere on Seventh street, but 
spent last night wandering about the streets. 
He says he was standing on acorner last 
evening when a drunken mano assaulted him, 
He claims to have been going to East St. 
Louis in search of employment.

THE GRAND OLD MAN 


He Formally Salutes Queen Victoria at 
Osborne. 


FORECAST OF PROBABLE REFORMS TO BE 
PRESENTED. 


Names of the New Cabinet Presented to 
Her Majesty—Silver Depression in In- 
dia—Russians Active in the Pamir— 
Cholera Decreasing—General Foreign 
News—Brief Mention. 


LONDON, Aug. 15.—Mr. Gladstone, accom- 
panied by Sir Algernon Edward West, left 
Carlton Gardens at noon to-day enroute for 
Osborne House, Isle of Wight, to lay before 
Her Majesty the names of those who comprise 
his cabinet, and to carry out the old custom 
of kissing the hand of the sovereign. 

Notwitstanding the persistent rumors as to 
his physical condition, Mr. Gladstone ap- 
peared to be remarkably sprightly. To judge 
from his appearance he did not look upon the 
journey to Osborne Housein the lightof a 
severe task; on the contrary his manner in- 
dicated that it was a pleasure jaunt to him. A 
considerable number of persons had gathered 
about the doorway of the house in Carlton 
Gardens, and when the Liberal leader ap- 
peared, looking fresh and smiling, he was the 
recipient of hearty cheers. 

Entering his carriage he was at once 
driven to Waterloo Station, where a small 
crowd, including a few notable men, were 
gathered to see him. Mr. Gladstone took his 
seatin a first-class saloon car and then he 
extracted atube rose from a small box and 
carefully pinned it in a buttonhole of his 
coat. Asthe train pulled out of the station 
the crowd cheered and Mr. Gladstone re- 
sponded by iifting his hat and bowing. 

The great subject of discussion continues 
to be the reported differences between Mr. 
Gludstone and Lord Rosebery. 

There is no certainty yet that Lord Rose- 
bery will enter the cabinet. It is certain 
that, ifheis not put in charge of the foreign 
affairs, the Liberal cause will be greatly 
weakened. The Tories are ardently hoping 
that there isa breach, as reported, between 
Mr. Gladstone and the man who has been one 
of his closests friends and who was his host 
during the Midlothian campaign. The point 
of difference between the two is said to be 
the evacuation of Egypt, and it is also said 
thatthe difference did not originate since 
the assurance of Conservative defeat, but 
that Mr. Gladstone and Lord Rosebery dis- 
cussed the subject at Dalmony Park, witha 
result unsatisfactory to both. 

3 PLANS FOR EGYPT. 

Lord Rosebery considers the retention of 
Egypt indispensable to the security af Great. 
Britain’s pos sin ast, and he ‘ts 
rather inclined to strengthen than to weaken 
the British hold upon that country. He is 
also, it is said, strongly in favor ofthe pro- 
posed rallroad to Victoria Nyanza, a project 
against which Mr, Gladstone has to some ex- 
tent put himself on. record, It is said thar 
Lord Rosebery considers the British Govern- 
ment virtually pledged to, the construction 
ofsuch araillway, in compliance with the 
language and spiritofthe general trade con- 
ference at Brussels, which declared that ‘‘the 
most effective means for counteracting the 
slave trade in the interior of 
Africa, are the following: The con- 
struction of railroads. and in particu- 
lar of ratlroads connecting the advance sta- 
tions with the coast, and permitting easy 
access tothe inland waters andsuch rivers 
and streams as are broken by rapids and cat- 
aracts in view of the substituting of economi- 
caland rapid means of transport for the pres- 
ent means ofcarriage.’’ The railroad scheme 
cannot go ahead beyond the preliminary sur- 
vey,unless the government is willing to guar- 
antee 3 per cent Interest upon the capital of 
£2,000,000, and as to the justice and prudence 
ordering this there is said to be a wide dif- 
ference of opinion between Mr.Gladstone and 
Lord Rosebery. 

Notwithstanding these and perhaps other 
differences, itis reported to-day that Lord 
Rosebery will take the Foreign Office and 
disappoint the Tories in their expectation of 
being able toraise a jingocry against Mr. 
Gladstone, 

REFORMS FOR INDIA. 

It isrumored to-day, also, that Mr, Glad- 
stone intendsto have a thorough overhaul- 
ing ofthe administrationin India, and that 
in addition to home rule for Ireland, he may 
forwulatea scheme of national government 
for India, resembling in certain leading 
characteristics the constitution of Germany, 
the people of the various States 
and possessions being represented in 
an Indian Parliament, withthe sovereign of 
Great Britain as Empress, and the dignities, 
estates and emoluments of native princes 
being interfered with as little as possible. 
The Marquis of Ripon, who is said to be 
booked for the Indian Office,is said to be fully 
in sympathy with the liberal views of Mr. 
Gladstone, and it is assured that the advent 
of Ripon means many important reforms, 

The Rt. Hon. John Wadehouse Kimberly 
will probably be appointed Secretary of the 
Colonial Office. He is noted for his suavity 
of manner, and has always favored the most 
amicable way of getting out of a dispute. It 
is said that Lord Kimberly has not altogether 
approved the course of the late government 
in Behring Sea, and he is even reported to 
have declared that the controversy had been 
too aggressively conducted on the part of 
Great Britain. 

Mr. Gladstone, it is stated, has ob- 
tained the views of all Scottish Liberal mem- 
bers in regard to the selection of a Secretary 
of State for Scotland and that the general 
verdict was in favorof Prof. James Bryce. 
The Rt. Hon. John Morley will, beyond any 
doubt, be Chief Secretary for Ireland and Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Sir William, it is stated, was of- 
fered and declined the Home Office. 


GLADSTONE CHEERED. 

Crowds cheered Mr. Gladstone when he ar- 
rived at Portsmouth this afternoon to cros# 
over to Osborne. Mr. Gladstone was received 
on board the royal yacht Albert andas the 
yacht started across the Solent he stood on 
the bridge in response to the applauding 
shouts of the multitude. 

The Conservative newspapers ridicule the 
story that Lord Rosebery is troubled with 
insomnia. The St. James Gazette cites 
quotations from Lord Rosebery’s speeches, . 
etc., as showing that he expected and pre- 
pared to hold office as far back as June last.

FROM INDIA, 


SILVER DEPRESSION—RUSSIANS ACTIVE IN THE 
PAMIR. 


CatcuTta, Aug. 15.—The President of the 
Currency Association has written to the Gov- 
ernment asking it to acquaint the home Gov- 
ernment with the feeling ofIndia on the sil- 
ver question, and to enable immediate relief 
measures to be taken. A large and influen- 
tial meeting to consider the matter will be 
held in Bombay on Wednesday. Government 
servants are petitioning for a readjustment 
of salaries. The Afghan news, combined 
with the silver depression, causesa steady 
decline in government securities. It is 
rumored that the Ameeris negotiating with 
the rebels ana is anxious to settle with 
them on any terms owing to the 
increasing complications within and beyond 
his borders. The most serious feature of the 
situation is the Russian activity in the 
Pamirs, andthe suspicion that Russian in- 
triguesis at the bottom of the Hazara re- 
volt. The Ameer’s guarded reply to Gen. 
Roberts’ mission is considered satisfactory 
under the circumstances. He could not be 
expected to fixa date until the Hazaras are 
suppressed, A correspondent at Simla re- 
marks asa significant innovation the fact 
that Nazin Khan, half-brother of the recently 
deposed ruler, will be installed as Prince of 
Kanjut by envoys of the Indian and Chinese 
Governments. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


THE CHOLERA SITUATION MORE FAVORABLE IN 
RUSSIA. 


St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 15.—The cholera 
situation here has become more favorabie. 
Yesterday only twelve deaths from this dis- 
ease was reported, The official report shows 
that throughout the cholera infested dis- 
tricts of Russia the daily average Is 8,601 new 
cases and 4,288 deaths from the disease. 

CLAIMS ON CHILI.

The tug 
boat remained near the scene until daylight 
showed that there was no possible chanceof .

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 15.—The hand of the 
-{ncendiary made its appearance in the 
switchmen’s strixe at midnight Saturday, 
and since that time the torch has playeda 
‘leading part in the conflict.

Saturday night fire was discovered in a train 
of twenty cars, and they were all consumed.

_ {Intervals of a few minutes fire broke out all 
along the line, andas many asa dozen dif- 
ferent blazes were seenatonetime, About 
this time the switch lights, between Smith 

‘“gtreet and the Western New York target, 
were stolen, and the switches could not be 
seen inthe darkness. A wrecking train left 
the city at 2 o’clock to bring in the 
passengers from Erio train No. 3, 
on the other side of he fire, and 
Lehigh train No. from Philadelphia. 
The trains were both late as they approached 
the city and were thrown from the rails by 
the turned switches. At 2:48 a. m. the Erie 
passengers were brought into the city tired 
and disgusted. They were 
the strikers, but the ladies and children were 
considerably frightened by the rioting and 
bonfires of the freight cars. 

Lehigh Valley train No. 25 arrived atthe 
Erie Station at So’clocka. m. It had been 
lying at William street since 10 o’clock last 
night. The strikers hac the impression that 
the extra train, which was filed with actors, 
wasacar of non-union men to fill the places 
of the strikers. The strikers searched It, fall- 
ing to find any non-unton men, and with- 
drew without injuring anybody. Members 
ofthe theatrical company stated that the 
confusion and fire just beyond William street 
was appalling.

@re situated in Buffalo. Nearly all the freight 
which is ‘shipped to New York and other 
Eastern points from the West passes through 
those yards. 

In the case of freight which requires 
transportation, the delay in traffic 
especially harinful. The effect of the strike 
On this end of the road has not become very 
serious as yet, but should the strike last for 
any length of time it would be aimost impos- 
sible to forward the trains. The officers of 
the company are making arrangements, 
however, to combat the difficulty as well as 
possibie. One thing that will greatly help 
the mis thht itis unlikely that a sicike will 
occur at this end of the route. 

THE STRIKERS’ PLEA, 

The strikers claim that tne incendlarism 
is the work of lawless men who have no con. 
nection whatever with their organizatian, 
but who see in the disturbed condition of 
traffican opportunity to distroy property 
anda escape punishment, 

Grand Master sweeney of Chicago, whois 
in charge of the Strike,said that it was absurd 
to think fora momentthat any of the 
éwitchmen would bo foolish enough to go to 
such extreme lengths when the siilke was so 
sinall. 

‘the Western New York and Pennsylvania 
have ziven in to the men,’’ said he, ‘‘and we 
have every reason ta suppose thut in a day or 
twothe other roads wili come tnio line onthe 
new scaic and that willend ail the trouble. 
Under the circums!ances it Is foolish to 
invavine for a minute that the switchmen 
were concerned in tlits incendiarism,’”’ 

SWEHARING IN DEPUTIES. 

The Police Commissioners were busy to-day 
swearingin special policemen. ‘ihe shertff 
was also busy swearing in special deputies 
for duty in the yards at Cheektowawa, which 
is outside the city limits anu beyond tie juris- 
diction of the city poiice. The sher!ff will not 
Call upon the militia except as a last resort. 

The number of Erie & Lehigh Valley freight 
cars destroyed by fire is va:lousiy estimated 
at from 100 to 200.. The incendiaries, whoever 
they are, keep undercover during the day. 
It was reported that the strike would be 
aeety to spread to the Erie yards at Hornells- 
Ville. 

Master Switchman Sweeney of Lodze 115 of 
the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association of 
North America, said this morning that he 
Gid not think any strike would be orcered in 
Jersey City. He said that the trouble at 
Bufiaio was a local affair in which 
only the menin Buffalo were involved. None 
of the union swiichmen emploved in the 
Jersey City vards had any grievances avainst 
the com panies. 

They were, ol course, creatly interested in 
the outcome of the strike at Buffalo, but he 
said he did not thinka sympathetic strike 
would inany way assistgthem, such strikes, 
he said, were against the policy of the 
Switchmen’s Association, which is to cause 
no unnecessary trouble to the raliroads on 
which they are employed. All freight, he 
said, was going out of Jersey City as usual, 
though undoubtedly some of it would be 
Stalled, or at least delayed, at Buffalo. 
The .men at this end would not 
re e to handle any trains which 

=." e through from the West. Healsosaid 
that he had good reason to believe that the 
difficulty in Buffalo would be amicably ad- 
. Justed either to-day or to-morrow. With the 
exception o1 the holiday season, there is no 
lime in the course of the year when the 
traific Is so heavy «as at present, and he 
believed that neither side could afford to 
let tie Strike continue for any length of time.

It was reported that during the morning 
gangs of men pulled the pins from Erie trains 
the Williams street crossing and 
extra police were called to the scene. 
Iwo striking switchmen, John Gibson and 
Schaefer, were in the Police Oourt 
this morning charged with assaulting Charles 
Hershy. Hon. Frank B. Rundage of the Le- 
high Valley and Hon. E. C. Sprague of the 
Erie appeared to prosecute, The case was 
put over until Thursday. ’ 

A rumor prevailed at noon to-day that 
Freight Conductor Martin Nevils of the Erte 
had died this morning from the result of his 
injuries. Mr. Nevils was hiton the head, it 
was supposed, with a slungshot. He was 
dazed fora short time, but at noon to-day he 
was on the street. 

Keliable reports from East Buffalo and 
Cheektowaga showed that the Lehigh Valley 
had lost seventy-two freignt cars by fire and 
the Erie fourteen. All railroad men pro- 
fess to be utterly unable at present tofixan 
estimate of the loss. They are talk- 
ing cautiously on this point for the 
reason thata claim will be made against the 
city and county for damages,and the amount 
ofcourse has not yet been figuredup.

THE DITCHED TRAIN. 

Passengers on the Erie & Lehigh Valley 
trainsthat were ditched did not reach the 
Erie Depot until 2:45 o’clock this morning. 
They siated that strikers went through the 
coaches, detached the engines and broke the 
air connections. 

iH. Dickerman, a drummer who was on 
board one of the trains, said no violence was 
attempted with any of the passengers. He 
continued: ‘*ihree strikers boarded our 
train, They were all apparently sober and 
met with no resistance. They politely 
informed the passengers that the train would 
goOno further, The spokesman was a tall 
fellow, light complexion and with sandy 
hair. He simply stated that he was a striker; 
thathe hadawiie and family to maintain, 
and the road would not do the square thing 
by the men. 

Grand Master Sweeney, ina late interview 
on the strike, said: ‘‘it has spread to 
Waverly and will probably go on 
to Hornellsville and Bradfora, where the 
sSwitchinen are dissatisfied. It has not spread 
to any other roads in Buffalo. We have come 
to an agreement with the Western New York 
& Pennslyvania on a 10-hour  Dasis 
and will have no trouble with that 
road. A conference with the General 
Superintendent of the Buffalo, Rochester & 
Pittsburg had been arranged forto-day. He 
is cOming here and I expect thata settlement 
on the ten-hour basis will be made.’’ 

ABPEAL FOR HELP. 

A telephone message has just been received 
from sheriff Beck at Cheektowaga, where the 
freight cars are burning, calling for more 
help.

Prospect of a Row Over the City Hall 
Cut Stone Contract. 


COUNCILMAN STONE EXPRESSES SOME 
INTERESTING VIEWS, 


The Question to Come Up Before tha Coun- 
cil for Decision—Councilman Horton’s 
Return and His Position in the Matter 


—The Poor-Houss Investigation—City 
Hall News. 


The Council Committee on Public Improve- 
ments has decided to call a special meeting 
for to-morrow afternoon at 4 o’cloek to con- 
sider what action they will take on the Picket 
Stone Co.’s contract referred to the com- 
mittee just before the adjournment. 

Councilman Horton, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, cameto thecity this morning espe- 
cially to attend the extra session called for 
to-morrow night. : 

W hen seen at the City Hall by a Post-Drs- 
PATCH reporter he said that he had not even 
seen the contract as prepared and submitted 
by the Board of Public Improvements, 
and hence could express noopinion regard- 
ingit. His business atthe hall wastocalla 
meeting of the committee, The entire Board 
cf Public Improvements has been cited to 
appear before the Committee at its meeting, 
anditis probable that more Nght will be 
thrown on this all-important contract. 
For nearly nine months the Board 
of Public Improvements has been 
wrangiingoverthe ‘‘ornamental features’’ 
for the exterior of the new City Hall. Water 
Commissioner Holman says that the plan 
adopted by the City Hall Commission called 
for an exterior finish similar to designs of 
the French renaissance period, and in order 
to maintain this it was necessary to have cut 
and carved stone of a color and material that 
would harmonize with the surroundings. 

The brick used is yellow in appearance, 
and in his opinion Missour! granite will not 
harmonize with it. Amherst stone of the 
qurlity selected is cream-buff in color, and 
answers allthe requirements. 

Mr. Holman’s views are shared by all the 
members of the board except Street Com- 
missioner Mufphy, and possibly President 
Burnet, who is out ofthe city, and did not 
vote on the present contract. 

DIVERGENCE OF OPINION, 

That there is a wider divergence of opinion 
outside of the board is apparent, and will 
be demonstrated when the committee makes 
its report Tuesday night and the entire mat- 
ter is Drought before the Councll for discus- 
Sion. It is said that at least three 
or four of the members ha ve 
openly expressed their disapproval of the 
contract, and as many others areopen to 
conviction on either side. Councilman Cole 
may be placed, he says, in the latter class. 

**I have formed no positive opinion as yet, 
for the reason that Ihave not seenthe con- 
tract, but from whatI have read ofit there 
seems to be some very plausible reasons why 
it should not be approved. 

Isee nothingin the point that the provis- 
ion about the stone being cut in St. Louls was 
notembodiedin the original advertisement 
for bids. If it was in the specifications and 
accepted by both parties it cannot affect the 
validity of the contract. But the objection 
that the stone should be Missouri granite or 
Missourl stone of same kind seems to 


me to be well taken. The ordinance 
building the new City Hall was passed by the 


assembly to have the building constructéd as 
far as possible of Missouri pro+ 
ducts. The clause embodying this 
reads: ‘*The 
Missourl granite and brick ana the orna- 
mental features shall be of the most durable 
character. I understand that City Counsellor 
Marshall has given an opinion that these 
‘ornamental features’ may be of other 
material than Missouri granite or brick. I 
will not deny this, but the ordinance also 
Says that they shall be of the ‘most durable 
character.’ 

**Now, Certainly Amherst stone, whatever 
quality of it is taken, is nothing but a species 
of sandstone and cannot compare in dura- 
bility with granite.’’ 

‘*But it is sald granite costs too much?’’ 

**so does a good suit of clothes cost more 
than a bad one, I am not generally 
known as given to exXtravance, but 
the question of the difference in costin this 
case should certainly cut no figure. The pres- 
ent contract calis for $152,197, about one- 
seventh of the cost of the entire building,and 
this is to be devoted, according to the Board 
of Public Improvements, to ornamental 
features on the exterior. That looks queer, 
doesn’t it? 

COULD BE HAD CHEAPER. 

**‘Now if Missouri granite is too dear, what Is 
the matter with Missouri freestone or sand- 
stone? Warrensburg stone can be laid down 
here for 50 cents, while this Ohio Amherst 
costs 72cents. Ihave a specimen of oolitic 
limestone from Kentucky, which, in my 
opinion, is superior to Amberst stone for 
exterior work, and it can be laid down 
here for 40 cents, W hat makes 
this Amherst stone, which is only 
a sandstone, come so much higher? You see, 
l can’t understand unless it is that cream- 
buff color, which wilisoon disappear in this 
atmosphere. 

‘*‘Butas lsaidinthe beginning, I am open 
for conviction, and ifit canbe shown that 
this Amherst stone is superilorto any Mils- 
sourl stone, and is cheaper, I will not oppose 
the approval of the contract.’’

“Wet-Blanket Reception of Candidate 


Warner at Carthage. 


ALL THE ARTS OF ADVERTISING FAILED 
TO ENTHUSE THE PEOPLE. 


Zxtreme Measures Adopted to Defeat a 
Candidate in Arkansas—The Wiscon- 
gin Republicans Wi'l Run Ex-Senator 
Spooner for Governor — Oath-Bound 
Politics in the Alliance. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., Aug. 15.—The Republicans 
ofthis section were permitted to have Hon. 
Wm. Warner with them to-day, hoping his 
presence would enthuse them for the cam- 
paign. Much preparation had been made for 
his coming, and it was expected that the 
county would turn out en masse to greet 
him. Although widely advertised he did not 
prove tobe a very attractive card. He was 
met by a few workers in harness at the depot 
and by seventeen old Fremont voters, anda 
few citizens. In an open carriage the 
**want-to-be- Governor’’ and several local 
politicians were driven round the square be- 
fore alighting at the Harrington Hotel, but 
not a cheer greeted the distinguished visitor. 
For several hours a quiet reception was given 
at the hotel, where aspirants for Congress 
and others assembled to look over their pros. 
pects for nomination for county offices. 

In the afternoon a public meeting was held 
in the city park, and after cheering music by 
the Lamar Band, Hon. Galen Spencer, 
an old wheelhorse Republican’ from Joplin, 
occupied the chair, and _ introduced 
Hon. Wm. Warner asthe next Governor of 
Missouri who, after being welcomed by the 
crowd, spoke for nearly two hours upon the 
subject of redeeming Missouri. His great 
complaint was that the figures given did not 
show that Missouri land was sought after as 
much as in some other States, and therefore 
the farmers ought to quit voting the Demo- 
cratic ticket so as to induce some other 
farmers to leave their old homes and settle in 
Missouri. He was very severe on the present 
ruling powers, and claimed that they were 
swayed by sectionalism. He (Warner) had 
been calleda barpet bagger, but if he had 
come from the South it would have been all 
right. True, all his early belongings were in 
a carpet bag, and he expected to put it into 
the Executive Mansion. He quoted from 
Gov. Francis to show that he was right 
in saying a change was necessary, and to 
prove that the day of redemptionis at hand 
he gave figuresto show the fading power of 
Democracy. With anew Missouri the hope of 
bringing in new blood and more capital 

would be assured. The gentleman lightly 
touched on laborand capital, public schools 
and the tariff. 

Warner made way for Hon. Webster Davis, 
who came forthasa massive Goliath to bat- 
ter down with wordy eloquence all claims 
made in behalf of change intariff laws.

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Judge Valliant Doubts His Power to 
| Interfere With It. 


PUBLIC STOCK EXCHANGE INJUNCTION 
CASE TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


The Court Will Render Its Decision 
Wednesday—City Counselor Marshall 
Says Other Offenders Can Be Dealt 
With Later—Claim That Estep Pre- 
ferred the Wrong Charge. 


Arguments were heard to-day by Judge 
Valliant, sitting in chambers, inthe injunc- 
tion proceedings instituted by the J. L. 
Tracy & Co. Commission Oo. doing business 
at the St. Louis Public Stock Exchange 
against Chiefof Police Harrigan and Assist- 
antChief Reedy torestain the police from 
raiding the plaintiff’s place of business. 
The arguments were heard in the Circuit 
Judges’ consultation-room in the Court- 
house. City Counselor W. C. Marshall rep- 
resented the police authorities and Judge 
Krum appeared for the Stock Exchange peo- 
ple. Assistant Chief Reedy was present, and 
also Col. J. H. Overall, Vice-President of the 
Police Board. 

Mr. Marshall filed areturntothe applica- 
tion for an injunction settingup that the 
business done by Tracy & Cois a bucket-shop 
business and that no actual delivery of the 
stocks or commodities traded In is intended. 
Mr. Marshall then readextracts from the 
form of contract set out in the form of ap- 
plication in proof of his_ position. 
The portions read set out that the 
right to pledge the certificates was 
reserved by the Stock Exchange people, and 
that it was not necessary to have the identi- 
cal stocks mentioned, but that it would do to 
have the same number of shares of stock 
mentioned in the contract in the transaction 
of the business. 

READ THE LAW. 

He then réad the sections of the law re- 
lating to bucket-shops, and claimed that the 
transactions of the Stock kxchange people 
were identical with those described in the 
law, which were declared illegal. Among 
these were contracts wherein there was no 
intention of conveying the articles referred 
to in the agreements. There was no intention 
in the present instance, Mr. Marshall 
said, to buy or sell anything, with the idea of 
delivering it. The document, he said, refer- 
ing tothe application for an injunction, 
proved that. ihe did not sell anything he 
said. They held it as collateral, and did not 
deliveranything. They were violating, he 
said, the criminal statute. The court was 
asked to stop the inforcement of the criminal 
statutes of the State. 

The police authorities, Mr. Marshall said, 
did not swear outa warrant, because it was 
their duty to arrest and bringthe parties to 
court, and thentheir duty was done, The 
Court would have just as much right to en- 
join the police from raiding a gambling 
place, after one arrest had been made to see 
how the first case would turn out. 

BENEFITS OF DELAY. 

Any gambling concerncould afford to pay 
afineif itcould getacourt of equity to en- 
join the police while the case was being car- 
ried through the slow processes of the courts. 
It was the same, he said, here. They (the 
plaintiffs) could affordto stop when found 
guilty. They would have enough made to 
makeit pay. ‘The court, he said, might as 
well try toenjoin the Prosecuting Attorney 
from issuing warrants after one had beea 
issued, until that one had been passed on. 

Acourtof equity could not enjoin a per- 
son from committing a crime. That was il- 
lustrated in the case of the Life Association 
of America against soogher. Civil courts 
could not estop the Criminal Courts inthe 
inforcement of the criminal laws, or put a 
cog on the police power of the State. If that 
could- be done the civil courts would be 
crowded, and there would be no such thing 
as police power. 

JUDGE KRUM’S ARGUMENT. 

Judge Krum made reply to this argument 
by citing the terms andconditions of the 
contracts under which his clients did busi- 
ness, and which were set out in the bill. 
There was nothing in the re- 
turn, he said, to overthrow 
the bill, and accordingtothe terms set out 
inthe billthe case did not come within the 
The business done, he sald, is not 
gambling, and the police had no right 
lo inverfere. The alleged offense 
at best was a misdemeanor. The power 
given the police was under the gambling 
laws, which gave the police power to break 
doors and makeraids when they had reason 
to Delleve thata felony is being committed. 
But this was nota felony. There was noth- 
ing in the return, he said, tojustify the 
claim of the police. The return did not show 
that the police found the defendants er any 
of their agents committing any act in viola- 
tion of the gambling statutes. 

He denied that there was anythiog pecullar 
inthe contract. It was the same, he said, as 
those made by the boards of trade through- 
out the United States, by the Merchant’s Ex- 
change in St. Louls, and by every broker in 
the city. Under the contracts, he said, 
the property may be delivered, He was 
prepared to show, he said, that in the por- 
tlon of the business sought tobe attached— 
the mining stocks—that the stocks are of 
actual imines in California, 

He would concede that courts of equity 
could not interfere with the legitimate police 


statute. 


powers ofthe State. Butthis was not the 
exercise of legitimate police power. It was 
an arbitrary attempt to interfere with the 
business of a private citizen, The 
police, he said, would have as 
much right to go into a man’s 


store and arrest him on suspicion that he 
was not conducting his business properly. 
RODE THEM IN THE *‘HOODLUM.’’ 

Judge Krum then referred to the mode of 
arrest, of the bundling of his clients into 
the hoodlum wagon, which was accompanied 
by a third or a tourth of the police force or 
the city, and driving them (his clients) 
through the public streets. He pronounced 
itindecent. it was an attempt, he said, to 
break Gown their business. dt was abomin- 
able, he said, and the damages could not be 
estimated. 

‘*‘Suppose,’’ Judge Krum asked Judge Val- 
liant at this point, **that the business of 
your clients is as you think it is, do you 
think that a court of equity has the power to 
interfere with the police in the exercise of 
the power conferred on them py the State?’’ 

Before Judge Krum could reply Mr. Marsh- 
all made answer, ‘‘NO power at all.’’ 

Judge Krum, who had taken his seat, arose 
and saidthat heregarded that a courtof 
equity could not interfere ina case when the 
damages could not be estimated, of which he 
Said the present Case was an instance.

How the Escape Was Eftected—The Pris- 
oner’s Nervous Attacks and What Was 
Thought of Them by the Doctors—War- 
rant Issued Against Bowman for His 
Cuba Land Scheme.

He was a pris- 
oner at the hospital and should have 
been in charge of a_e guard, but 
he got away and it was three h ours before he 
was missed, The man is 38 years old, 5 feet 8 
inches tall and weighs 160 pounds. He hasa 
dark mustache and hair and speaks English 
with a German accent. 

Sikora robbed about a dozen German 
boarding-houses in the southern part of the 
city, taking clothing, jewelry and anything 
he could carry off. His scheme was to takea 
room in a boarding or lodging house, and at 
the first opportunity rob the other roomers. 
He also had some bogus checks on 
several banks which he raised 
afew dollarson. Whén arrested and locked 
up at the Four Courts he hung himself in his 
cell, but was cut dowd by theturnkey be- 
fore his suspenders had done their work. 
He had a couple of fits alsoand was sent to 
the h ospital. He ‘was considered insane 
there and an examination of his head con- 
firmed the diagnosis. Several shot were 
taken out of his head and Sikora claimed 
that he had been shot by his brother before 
leaving Germany. The first time his case 


was Called for trial in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, 
Sikora fell forward and appeared 


for two or three minutes to be in convulsions. 
The cases were continued and It was expected 
that he would have another fit the next time 
they were called, but he appeared to be all 
right thnatday. Three of the casesof petit 
larceny were heard and on each he was pro- 
nounced guilty and given six months in the 
Work-house, or eighteen monthsinall. Dr. 
Priest, whoexamined Sikora after one of his 
fits, decided that the fellow was shamming 
and that was also the opinion of the police, 
but the doctors at the City Hospital consid- 
ered the fits genuine, though they have prob- 
ably changed their minds since his escape. 


Struck a Bystander. 


About 6 o’clock yesterday evening the resi- 
dents in the vicinity, of Twenty-third and 
Papin streets were wrought up by another of 
the many sensations furnished from time to 
time by the negro denizens of that locality. 
It wasa shooting affray, and though it did 
not resultin atragedy one of the colored by- 


standers was pretty seriously wounded in 
the leg by astray bullet. The participants— 
all colored—were Edward Price, aged 23; Lou 
Foster, aged 17, a lewd woman with the 
bump of pugnacity well developed, and 
James Woods,a cellar digger employed by 
Contractor Charles Kratz. Therow occurred 
between Price and the girl Foster. They had 
some words Saturday eveaing about a trivial 
matter, and during the quarrel Price told the 
girl that he would shoot. her if she molested 
himagain. About6o’clock Sunday evening 
the girl met him near the stoneyard on 
Twenty-third, between Gratiot and Papin; 
and he called hér vile names, when she 
retaliated in similar language. Price, who 
was somewhat under the influence of liquor, 
immediately drew hisrevolver and proceeded 
to carry out histhreat of the previous even- 
ing. Assoonas he began shooting the girl 
ran over towards Papin and Twenty-third, 
where quite a number of colored people had 


congregated. Price followed, shooting five 
times ather. Hisshotsall missed the girl, 
but one of them struck James Woods, 


a bystander, in the right leg just 
below the knee, inflicting a serious wound. 
Price then made his escape and has not yet 
been caught. Wood Is lying at his home, 2328 
Papin street, under the treatment of Dr. 
Pestie. Lou Foster is the daughter of re- 
spectable colored people, members of the 
—- Baptist Church, who live at Elleards- 
ville.

decidedly martial appearance as they pro- 
ceeded to McCoy’s Hotel at lp. m. and 
escorted the speakers to the big grove, 
where the eager thousands of Irishmen, 
women and children were in waiting. 

J.J. Fitzgibbons, Presidentof the South 
Chicago National Bank, acted as Chairman, 
Resolutions were adopted declaring that if 
the British Parliament, permeated by the 
evil spirit of the past, should again 
dash from Ireland’s lps the cup of 
peace and justice, it should be the duty of all 
who abhor tyranny and love liberty to con- 
sider and use other means to right the in- 
tolerable wrongs that have made Ireland a 
byword amongthe nations. The resolutions 
urge upon the Irish leaders the necessity of 
union and harmony, applaud the resolve of 
both sections ofthe parliamentary party to 
act independently of all English parties, and 
repudiate the idea of the acceptance of 
office under the English Government 
by Irish members untilan Irish Parliament, 
duly invested with sovereign power Over the 
internal interests of Ireland, is in session in 
College Green.

He 
drew attention tothe remarkable analogy of 
the home-rule struggle tothe agitation of the 
British reform bili in 1832, foreshadowingjwhat 
may soon be expected from across the water. 
Mr. Gladstone, said Mr. Finerty, adroitly re- 
fused to believe that the House of Lords 
would reject the home rule bill when it 
passed the Commons, but Gladstone knew in 
his heart that the upper House would reject, 
as it had rejected all other measures ofr re- 
form, until forced to recede. In the 
case of the _ celebrated reform bill, 
after Catholic emancipation was carried for 
Ireland the people of Great Britain, who 
were assisted by the Irish, led by Daniel 
O’Connell, demanded an enlargement of the 
franchise sothat they might be represented 
by men who knew their wants. Under the 
pressure of this great movement the Welling- 
ton-Peel Tory Government resigned in the 
fall of 1830 and the Whig administration of 
Earl Grey and Lord Jobn Russell took its 
place. MRussell’s first reform bill was ordered 
to a second reading by the nominal majority 


of one vyote: After some efforts at 
amendment in order to secure a iarger 
majority, the Whig Ministry ordered a 


vote by a majority of 41. The reformers, how- 
ever, persevered, and onthe refusalof Will- 
flamlyV. to permit the creation of enough 
Liberal peers to carry the measure in the 
Lords the ministry at once resigned. Popu- 
lar indignation rose tosuch a pitch that Will- 
jam was threatened on his throne and Lord 
John Russell went so far as to permit his 
secretary to sound Sir Charles Napier, com- 
manding the royal forces in the North of 
England, as to whether he would, if the 
emergency arose, march on London and over- 
awe the throne and the House of Lords. 
Napler indignantly spurned the overture,and 
afterwards when Russell was Premier,in 1848, 

used the treasonable letter for the purpose of 
saving the lives of Wililam Smith O’Brien 
and his comrades, sentenced to be hanged, 

drawn and quartered for rebellion, in which 
he was successful. However, Willlam IV. 
became greatly frightened, begged the min- 
isters to withdraw their resignations and 
gave them power to create as many new 
lords as they saw fit in order to outvote the 
old ones, and on June 7, 1832, the reform bill 
received the royal sanction and became the 
law of the land. Itis by no means improb- 
able that the struggle for home rule will be 
carried out on nearly the same lines, and 
with the same final degree of success, 
despite a strong majority of the lords and the 
stubborn old Queen—who inherits the preju- 
dices of her grandfather, George Illl.—are 
bitterly opposed to the bill. 

The members of the Irish party, no matter 
to what section they belong, cannot accept 
any home rule bill that would fail to give 
Ireland controlofthe judiciary, the police 
and the revenues of the country. The 
control of the militia should be included in it 
if possible. A judiciary nominated by Eng- 
land would bea constant menace to justice 
inlreland. A police controlled by London, 
instead of by Dublin, would be as they are 
to-day, only a formidable portion of the 
English garrison. Without control of the 
revenues of the country, it would be Im poss!- 
ble for an Irish government to maintain itself 
independently. The militia should be organ- 
ized on the principle of the several American 
States, but owing tothe recent change of or- 
ganization in the British army, the Irish 
militia force had become, practically, a 
portion of the regular establisiment, the 
battalions being virtually incorporated with 
those of the line. But the control of the 
police and judiciary was more vital, under 
existing conditions, than the control of the 
militia, although both the Canadians and the 
Australians are allowed tocontrol their own 
military forces. Ifthe three cardinal points 
he stated were not guaranteed in the bill, he 
failed to see how the Irish members of the 
home rule party could conscientiously ac- 
ceptit. Any lack of vital perfection inthe 
billat the outset might be fatal to Irish self- 
government at a later period. 

As to the retention of the Irish members at 
Westminister it would be much better not to 
have them there at all, because their pres- 
ence in London would make the Dublin Leg- 
islature a secondary body, a mere animated 
satellite of the English Parllament. But if 
there was no way out of it; if the home-rule 
bill cannot pass without some such unfortu- 
nate concession, the Irish should insist on 
their full present representation of 103 mem- 
bers to legisiate on what Were termed ‘‘im- 
perial concerns.’’ 

He was giad to observe that Mr. John 
Dillon, Mr. John Redmond and other influ- 
ential members had already expressed them- 
selves strongly to that effect. 

In referring to the threatened resistance of 
Ulster to home-rule government, Mr. Finer- 
ty said that in spite of the Marquis of Aver- 
corn and Maj. saunderson,the Protestants 
of Ulster, who were excellent business men, 
would speedily recognize that the work of 
Irish local legislatures could be much more 
efficiently and cheaply performed in Dublin 
thanin London. As for fighting, the very 
idea was proposterous. They would have as 
much chance of fighting the English and 
Irish Parliaments, as Khode Island or Dela- 
ware would have if either were insane 
enoughto fightthe rest of the Union. The

NAFOLEON, 

One hundred and twenty-three years ago 
to-day—Aug. 15, 1769—Napoleon was born. 
The day is especially sacred in the Catholic

THE WEB OF CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVI- 


DENCE ABOUT LIZZIE. 


A Significant Admission Made by the 
Servant G'rl, Bridget #ullivan—How 
the Prisoner Stood the Terrible Ordeal 
of the Inquest—The Question of Her 
Sanity Discussed. 


FALL RIVER, Mass,, Aug. 15.—Is Lizzie Bor- 
den insane? This is the form the murder 
mystery has taken in the last forty-eight 
hours. People reason that the police and 
court Officials must have good reason for the 
arrest of the daughter of the murdered An- 
drew J. and Abby Borden or the step would 
never have been taken. Granting this to be 
true then it follows, so the people of Fall 
River reason to-day, that if Lizzie Borden is 
@ murderess she was surely insane when the 
deed was committed. It is just ten 
days ago that the bodies were found dead 
in the Borden mansion. It was Lizzie 
who gave the first alarm. strangers who 
came in at her call discovered the bloody re- 
mains of her stepmother. Up tothe time of 
Lizzie Borden’s arrest she was constantly 
under police espionage. She could not make 
@ move without being watched by a stranger. 
She could not utter a word that wag not 
heard by intent and suspicious ears. Her 
elder sister, Emma, was there, it is true, but 
there was no sympathy between her and 
Emma. They were scarcely friendly, and so 
tender a feeling as sisterly affection was un- 
known to at least one ofthem. Selfishness in 
its most virulent type dominated Lizzie’s 
being. She had never loved, so faras any 
one knew. Life in that blood-stained house 
where she was nurtured, under the espion- 
age of police attaches for eight days, would 
have been unbearable toanordinary woman. 
Lizzie Borden did not seem to mind it much, 

Every day and several times a day she was 
called upon by the police, by physicians and 
lawyers. They made her go over the detallis 
of the horror and tried to make her prove by 
her own words that ‘she was the guilty one. 
She was dragged to Police Headquarters time 
and again, through the streets where the 
crowds could see her and exclaim: 

‘*There goes Lizzie Borden, who murdered 
her father and mother.’’ 

She was compelled to undergothe ordeal 
of an inquisition, solemn, secret and terrible. 
With noone by to ald and cheer her, this 
woman was subjected for hours ata timeto 
the closest scrutiny and most beartless in- 
quiries. . 

She stood it all with marvelous fortitude 
She faced her accusers withouta tremor. 
Not a quiver of an eyelash or a parting of the 
lips revealed that she cared for what was 
said. 

Bridget Sullivan told her tale of being sent 
into the yard and then to another part of the 
house. Still Lizzie was placid. That pallid 
face of hers may have taken on a more pallid 
hue, but it was barely perceptible. Her 
steely eyes looked steadily ahead. There 
was a dogged determination about her so un- 
feminine that even those in the room who 
had Known her from childhood wondered 

Poor Emma, with bowed head and suffused 
eyes listened to the testimony against her 
Sister, but never uttered a syllable. She 
could not. For three hours this trying ordeal 
was undergone. Lizzie was crucially tested, 
but she stood it well. Had her. heart been of 
adamant it could not have Deen less affected 
in so far as her deportment revealed any- 
thing. 2 

No one until this mystery was ushered into 
the quiet life of Fall River, ever thought of 
questioning Lizzie Borden’s sanity. She was 
always regarded as peculiar, not as mentally 
deficient atall, for she was a bright and 
thoroughly sensible girl, but her pecullari- 
ties were those of reserve and strong-minded 
ways. Some even calied her masculine. 

Lizzie Borden could saw wood when she 
wasa girland drivea nailas well as a boy. 
She had more mechanicalaptitude than many 
boys of her set, andeven at that early age 
she could wield an ax, the weapon with 
which her parents were so cruelly murdered. 
This self-contained woman who shed no 
tears at her father’s grave, and who could 
glibly describe with minute detail her every 
action of that morning while in the very 

resence of her butchered father, is not made 
ike other women, 

It is not thought that the preliminary hear- 
ing set for the 22d will be of long duration. 
Ithas been the policy of District Attorney 
Knowlton in handling capital crimes to give 
as little evidence as possibie until the trial 
takes place. Attorney Jennings, who no 
doubt believes in the innocence of Miss Lizzie 
Borden, will Go everything in his power to 
have a fullexamination at the earliest date. 

‘His sturdy work at the time of the arraign- 
ment hasdone much to change public opin- 
ion concerning the girl, more particularly 
that portion referring to a tair trial by an 
impartial Judge. Although Miss Bor- 
den is under arrest, charged with 
perhaps the most heinous crime com- 
mitted in recent years, there is 
little talk about the punishment that should 
be meted outtoher. She is finding support- 
ers and friendsin most unexpected places. 
The talk is almost entirely regarding her 
chances of proving her innocence. This 
fact gives the police authorities reason to 
think that much of the strongest evidence 
will have to be given before Attorney Jen- 
nings will consent to an order for holding his 
Clientuntil November. Itisan open secret 
in police circles that the Government officers 
believe that Miss Borden wasinsane at the 
time ofthe murders, if she committed them. 

Of course, as stated above, the evidence 
against Lizzie Borden is not Known tothe 
public, but trom ihe witnesses who appeared 
at the inquest the odds and ends of their tes- 
timony have leaked out, and from facts that 
are known to be in the possession of the po- 
lice it is easy to see what will be the theory 
of the prosecution. 

First. It will be argnped that it is impos- 
vane that anybody should have entered the 

ouse, committed the crime and escaped 
without observation. The assassin must 
therefore ‘have been some member of the 
household. To fix it upon Lizzie it will be as- 
sumed first thatshe had long entertaimeda 

Violent hatred of her stepmother and had 
quarreled ofien with her father about money 
and other matters. Ifitcan be shown that 
Mr. borden had made or had contemplated 
a will excluding Lizzie, this will be collateral 
evidence. 

& To support the assertion of bad feeling be- 
tween the members ofthe family there will 
be the testimony of Bridget Sullivan, and 
probably of Morse. Friends of the household 
who knew of its unhappy condition may also 
be called upon to reveal its affairs. 

The next point wlll be that Lizzie had de- 
liberately planned to put her father and step- 
mother out oftne way. To sustain thisthere 
will be evidence—the drug clerk, with his 
evidence about Lizzie Borden’s attempt to 
buy poison; the other drug clerk, called Kil- 
roy, who telis about her actual purchase of 
poison, and the druggist’s poison salesbook, 
now in the hands of the police. 

The occasion when several members of the 
family were made sick, presumably by 
poison, May be adduced as collateral evi- 
dence, The story will go on that the morning 
of Thursday, Aug. 4,, offered an opportunity 
for Lizzie tovarry ou her plans. ' ‘he house- 
hold was scattered—Emma Borden was at 
New Bedford, Morse had gone out about nis 
business, Mr. Korden went down town, Lizzie 
set Bridget Sullivan, the servant girl, to 
work in a room up stairs; Mrs. Borden was in 
another room on the same floor. It will be 
the theory of the prosecution that when the 
time seemed t) is ripe Lizzie took the hatchet 
and wenitup ™ the room where her step- 
mother was. 

Probably she concealed the weapon in her 
Gress as she approached. Mrs. Borden 
was standing not far from the window and 
lizzie struck her down. ‘Then she went 
down stairs and waited untll her father came 
home. According to his custom he lay down 
upen the couch to read his newspaper and 

e approached from behind and killed him 
with the same hatchet that had dispatthed 
her stepmother.

It is what is known 
among farmers asan old tashioned thrash 
hatchet, except forthe strange claw. 
A hardware man says that such hatchets are 
prodably used in laying heavy planking 
where spikes are driven, the claw being used 
in pulling out spikes, 

Incidentally there are Lizzie’s wandering 
and uncertain statements about her where- 
abouts at thetimeof the murder, and the 
contradictions that have been made of them. 
She says that she was in the barn, but it fs 
certain that she was not in the part of the 
barn she has designated. Her last statement 
was that she was there thirty minutes, but 
the investigations of the police have dis- 
proved that. The testimony of Mrs. 
Churchill, who sat at a window command- 
ing the Borden yard and the rear entrance to 
the house, will be used to show that she was 
not out of the house at all, a statement which 
wes thee f can be corroborated in part by 

ridget Sullivan. 

One thing that will seem strange Is the fact 
that when Mrs. Borden was struck down no 
one heard her cry out or groan. If the analy- 
sis of the contents of the stomach, now being 
made in Boston, shows the presence of 
poison, it will be asserted that she was stu- 
pefied by drugs before she was struck. 

This isabrief outline of the case against 
Lizzie Borden. It willappearat once that it 
is not a very strong chain and lacks the most 
important link of all—the motive, True, the 
discovery of a will may indicate something of 
that kind, or it may be argued that the bitter 
feud at home furnished the motive; but 
neither of these willseem a sufficient reason 
for such a butchery ina rational being. 

In Fall River the opinionof nine in every 
ten persons is, that whether guilty or not, if 
she keeps still she willnever be convicted. 
It is hard to convict a woman on circumstan- 
tial evidence, andthe prosecution has noth- 
ing else. 

Areporter learned from Bridget Sullivan 
on Sunday thatthe reason she lay down on 
the day of the Borden murder was because 
she was troubled with nausea that morning 
and vomited several times while washing 
windows. Previous statements from the po- 
lice have been that she laid down because 
she was tired with the work. Itis thought 
that this statement was held back, if made 
known atthe inquest, as bearing upon the 
theory that the victims may have been 
dosed,

Amost eccentric person died a few days 
ago in Berlin at the age of 73. He began, our 
Berlin correspondent tells us, on his 18th 
birthday, and kept + till his 70th year,a 
book which showed that during fifty-two 
years he had noted the smoking of 628,713 
cigars, of which he had received 43,692 as pres- 
ents, While forthe remaining 585,021 he had 
paid £2,086 12s 8d,which shows that his tastes 
were at any rate not unduly extravagant. 
During the same period he had had 8% pairs 
of trousers made,costing altogether £92 3s 3d; 
74 coats and waistcoats for £158 8s 24; 62 pairs 
of boots for £66 2s 2d. He wore out 298 shirts 
and ‘‘fronts’’ and 826 collars, costing alto- 
gether £57 8s 4d. In tram fares he spent 
£85 13s 2d. In fifteen years, according to his 


bookkeeping, he had drunk 28,786 glasses of 
Bavarian beer, of which, however, 21,261 were 
only small ones. For this beer and 36,081 
glasses of cognac and other spirits, he spent 
£1,070. He gave ‘‘tips’’ amounting to £261. 
His bookkeeping stopped when he completed 
his 70th year, and at the end of this quaint 
volume are the words: ‘‘Omnia tentavi, 
multa perspexi, nihil perfeci.’’

TO REPLACE THE EWING. 


Another Cutter to Be Added to the Rev- 
enue Navy. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 15.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury will soon advertise for 
proposals forthe construction ofa new rev- 
enue cutter for service on the Baltimore Sta- 
tion toreplacethe old Ewing. This is the 
first vessel designated forthe cutter service 
since the superintendence of designing and 
constructing vessels was turned overto of- 


‘ficers of that service, and great care has 


been taken with her. Special. attention has 
been given, to making her a vessel that will 
be useful in time of war, and she will be a 
miniature naval vessel. She will be 170 feet 8 
inches long over all and 160 feet on the water 
Her breadth will be, molded, 27 feet; 
extreme 27 feet 1% inches. Her hold will 


be 13 feet 5 inches deep, and 
her normal draught with fifty 
tons of coal on board will be 6 feet 6 
inches. The hull isto be of iron and will be 
divided intoa number of water tight com- 
partments to add tothe safety of tne vessel 
in case Of collision. She will ordinarily carry 
acrew of forty men and eight officers, but 
she isto be provided with accommodations 
for sixty men, so that the complement can 
be increased to that number if it is desired. 
In drawing upthe plans every provision has 
been made for the comfort of the officers and 
crew. In addition to the Captain’s cabin 
there will be a ward room, with eight state- 
rooms for officers opening off it. fhe cabin 
and the ward-room will be finished in hard 
woods and each state-room will be provided 
with a marble topped washstand supplied 
with hot and cold water, and electric call 
bells will be fitted throughout all the officers’ 
quarters. 

She willcarry a battery of six- pounder 
Hotchkiss rapid firing guns and her armory 
will be stocked with small arms. The en- 
gines will be ofthe vertical, inverted cylin- 
der, direct acting, triple expansion type, the 
Same that has been adopted by Engineer-in- 
Chief Melville for all naval vessels recently 
constructed. Each engine will have a high- 
pressure cylinder 11% inches in diameter 
anda low-pressure cylinder 264% inches in 
diameter, the stroke ofall the pistons being 
24 inches. The collective indicated horse- 

ower of propelling, air pump, and circu- 
ating pump engines will be about 800 when 
the propellers are making 175 revolutions 
per minute, and the speed of the 
vessel will be about 14 knots per 
hour. The main yalves will be of 
the piston type for the high pressure and in- 
termediate pressure cylinders, and _ slide 
vaives for the low-pressure cylinders, all 
worked by stephenson link motions, with 
double bar links. e piston rodsand con- 
necting rods will be es of mild open 
hearth steel, and the shafting will be of best 
forged scrap iron. The condenser will have 
a cooling surface of at least 1,333 square feet, 
and there will bea combined air and circu- 
lating pump. The propellers will be of cast 
iron. There will beone double-ended, hori- 
zontal tubular boiler placed in a water 
Sees compartment. Its outside diameter 
will be about 12 feet, and its length 16 
feet 6 inches over the heads, It will he con-

RELIGION IN SCHOOLS. 


L. H. Morey and Archbishop Ire- 
land Discuss the Matter. 


St. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 15.—The Rev. L. H. 
Morey, a Presbyterian clergyman of Stii- 
water, gives the following account of an in- 
terview between Archbishop Ireland and 
himself: 

‘**The Archbishop charged the public schools 
with being godless, and professed a desire to 
‘introduce religious elements into them. I 
suggested that when I went toschool we re- 
cited the Lord’s Prayer andread from the 
Scripture, andasked how they were driven 
out. He confessed tnatit was largely owing 
to Catholic protest. I again suggested that 
committees of all religious denominations 
meet and formulate aritual to be usedas a 
text book, containing religious instructions 
that would not be objectionable to any 


sect, and that no persons of good morals 
could object to. He objected on the ground 
that I would not confess tothe Catholic idea 
admitting that whatthe Catholics wante 
was the teaching of the Catholic religion in 
the schools. Hecited an instance in which 
the State legislated ina matter of religion 
requiring the observance of the Sabbath, an 
remarked that the State did not do that for 
the sake of religion, but to require the ob- 
servance of sunday as a day of rest. He 
then said: ‘Why not legislate immediately 
in that way in the matter of public schools?’ 
Thus declaring that by sach a plan the State 
wouldimmediately arrange religion. I ob- 
jected to the Sabbathas not beinga parallel 
case, the Sabbath being common to both 
Catholics and Protestants, but that the 
Catholic religion which he was advancing 
in his plans was not com monto both Cath- 
Olics and Protestants. ‘The Archbishop 
frankly admitted that the Protestants’ con- 
science had gvod reason to be offended when 
Sisters of Charity were introduced into the 
central public school buildings and placed 
over Protestant children. Ilasked ifI might 
infer from that that the garb of the Sisters of 
Charity had ateaching force. This he prac- 
tically admitted. ‘the Archbishop Is an astute 
and plausible talker. But, asi said to him 
his plan Involves the impossible condition of 
putting religious instruction by the State in 
schools, which is contrary tothelaws and 
conditions of the State. I suggested that this 
Plan was one that could stand only on its 
Merits, andintheeye of the law this relig- 
ious element robbed it ofall merit. He 
seemed confident that some compromise 
would be arrived at by which the difficulties 
would be met. I gained from him the infor- 
mation that his efforts are by no means con- 
sidered at an ena.’’

A WOMAN’S INVENTION, 


Proposed Pipe Line for the Shipment o 
Small Grain. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Aug. 15.—Mrs. N. E. Beasley 
of this city is the inventor ofa grain pipe 
line for carrying small graintbrough pipes, 
The project is still in its incipiency, but Mrs, 
Beasley is confident of the final success of the 
invention. The scheme isto lay pipes from 
Chicago to the Atlantic Coast.
